There are sixteen pupils attending the Pittsburg 
High and Elementary Schools, three attending Cole- 
brook Academy, one Canaan High School and twenty 
registered at the Young School including the two Hib- 
bard children are have now moved to West Stewarts- 
town. 


The per cent of attendance since the opening day 
of school to February 1, is 94, a pretty high average 
for a rural school. 


Beulah Young, Pauline Young and Donaid Fogg 
have had neither absent nor tardy marks as yet. 


Those having highest marks in the tests given in 
November are: 


Grade I, Edna J. Ricker; Grade II, Pauline E. 
Young; Grade III, Wilbur W. Forbes, Beulah E. Young;

They also indi- 
cate whether classes are up to grade or not. 


The pupils of the Young School have made very 
decided improvements within the past year especially 
the younger pupils. The upper grades also are now 
making good progress. 


A great deal of effective work has been done by 
Miss Kathryn Goonan, the teacher, to correct mistakes 
in methods of study, to inculcate a broader view of 
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study, which has raised the standard of scholarship. 
We hope for yet further accomplishment in these upper 
grades with the strong cooperation of the pupils them- 
selves. 


New texts in geography, reading, English, as well 
as working books and materials have assisted consid- 
erably. 


The school and the School Board both contributed 
to the purchase of an organ and it is hoped that some 
other additions may be made along musical lines. 


Hot lunches have been served by means to the 
funds raised at the box party held at the Town Hall 
on Hallowe’en. We have the people of the District to 
to thank for that. 


All those concerned in the management of the 
Young School feel that the school is becoming one of 
our very best. We owe a large measure of thanks to 
those who have contributed to help attendance at the 
school as well as to maintain a strong interest on the 
‘part of the pupils.
